“Be thou faithful unto death. 
and I will give thee a crown of 
life,”” Rev. 2:10. 

These words were spoken to the 
church at Smyrna. Many years 
have passed since this church be- 
gan its doctrine and teaching. In 
these seven church periods Jesus 
in giving John this revelation nam- 
ed the different churches that were 
preaching and teaching doctrines 
that would be taught in the differ- 
ent periods. Smyrna was a period 
of great persecution and Jesus ad- 
monished them to be faithful unto 
death. 

The first death here is the death 
of the body, which the faithful 
Smyrnians must submit to. The 
other is the death of the soul, the 
second death, or the expulsion 
from the presence of God. The re- 
ligion of Christ requires faithful- 
ness; second, it requires personal 
faithfulness because every Chris- 
tian has a personal work to accom- 
plish. God will endow each one 
with faith and power to accomplish 
the obligation that He will place 
upon them. It requires continual 
obedience because of the great 
work. The time truly is short. Per- 
secutions seemingly are rising on 
every hand and we must be faith- 
ful to the trust committed to us.

INTRODUCTION: We wish to 
confine ourselves in this article to 
the priestly work of Christ within 
the Holy of Holies and the first 
stage of His coming. Later if God 
wills we will write on the second 
stage of His coming. 

His Ascension 

TEXT: “And while they looked 
stedfastly toward heaven as he 
went up, two men stood by them 
in white apparel; which also said, 
Ye men of Galilee, why stand ye 
gazing up into heaven? this same 
Jesus, which is taken up from you 
into heaven, shall so come in like 
manner as ye have seen him go in- 
to heaven,” Acts 1:10, 11. 

The Purpose of His Ascension 

Let us notice some of the salient 
points concerning His going away 
and the purpose of it. 1. There 
are many glories in my FATHER’S 
HOUSE, Jno. 14:1. 2. 1 go to PRE- 
PARE A PLACE for you. Then no- 
tice the promise. 3. I will COME 
AGAIN. 4. To RECEIVE you un- 
to myself. 5. That ye may 
ABIDE with me. The “many glo- 
ries” of God, from which man was 
shut off by sin, necessitated that 
Christ return to the “Holy of 
Holies” and effect an at-one-ment 
and reconciliation for man’s sii. 
that he might be prepared to enter 
into spiritual fellowship and com- 
munion with God. Jesus had told 
His disciples about His returning 
unto God and that He would come 
again unto them. Therefore when 
He ascended and while they “look- 
ed stedfastly toward heaven,” the 
“two men” standing by them as- 
sured them that this same Jesus 
would “come in like manner” 2s 
they had seen Him go into heaven. 
Their testimony was for the pur- 
pose of comforting the disciples 
concerning the _ fulfillment of 
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Christ’s promises. 
The Aaronic Priesthood 

Then verily the first covenant 
had also ordinances of divine ser- 
vice, and a worldly sanctuary. ‘‘For 
there was a tabernacle made; the 
first, wherein was the candlestick, 
and the table, and the shewbread: 
which is called the sanctuary. And 
after the second veil, the taber- 
nacle which is called the holiest of 
all. Now when things were thus 
ordained, the priests went always 
into the first tabernacle, accom- 
plishing the service of God. But in- 
to the second went the high priest 
alone once every year, not without 
blood, which he offered for him- 
self, and for the errors of the peo- 
ple: The Holy Ghost thus signify- 
ing, that the way into the holiest 
of all was not yet made manifest, 
while as the first tabernacle was 
yet standing: But Christ being 
come an high priest of good things 
to come, by a greater and more 
perfect tabernacle, not made with 
hands. that is to say, not of this 
building,” Heb. 9:2, 3, 6-8, 11. 

“For Christ is not entered into 
the holy places made with hands, 
which are the figures of the true; 
but into heaven itself, now to ap- 
pear in the presence of God for us,” 
Heb. 9:24. “Once in the end of the 
world hath he appeared to put 
away sin by the sacrifice of him- 
self. And unto them that look for 
him shall he appear the second 
time without sin unto salvation,” 
Heb. 9:26, 28. “Having therefore. 
brethren, boldness to enter into the 
holiest by the blood of Jesus, by a 
new and living way, which he hath 
consecrated for us through the 
veil, that is to say, his flesh; and 
having an high priest over the 
house of God; let us draw near 
with a true heart in full assurance 


of faith, having our hearts sprink- 
led from an evil conscience, and 
our bodies washed with pure 
water. Let us hold fast the profes- 
sion of our faith without waver- 
ing; (for he is faithful that prom- 
ised;) And let us consider one an- 
other to provoke unto love and to 
good works: Not forsak‘ng the as- 
sembling of ourselves together, as 
the manner of some is; but ex- 
horting one another: and so much 
the more as we see the day ap- 
proaching,”’ Heb. 10:19-25. 

Now of the things which we 
have spoken this is the sum: we 
have such an high priest, who is 
set on the right hand of the throne 
of the Majesty in the heavens. 

Christ’s Priestly Work 

While Christ is absent from this 
world He is engaged in the office 
of high priest over the huuse of 
70d. He cannot and will not re- 
turn to earth until after this work 
is completed. From Heb. 10:12 we 
learn that this work will last for 
the present age, after which He 
will come back to earth again as 
He has promised and as_ is here 
witnessed in our text. When the 
church age will end we are no- 
where told in the. Scriptures. ex- 
cept that we have reason to be- 
lieve it precedes the tribulation pe- 
riod and that present day events 
are indicative that we are in the 
last days of the age. 

The order of the high priestly 
work of Christ from Lev. 9th chap- 
ter would seem to imply, to quote 
Dr. Seiss, that, “Having attend- 
ed to what was to be done with 
the sacrifices at the altar, in the 
presence of the people, the next 
duty of Aaron, as the high priest, 
was to enter into the sanctuary 
and the most holy place with the

blood of the sin offering, as direct- 
ed in the 30th chapter of Exodus. 
But, before entering upon this 
second grand department of his 
priesthood, he lifted up his hands 
towards the people, and _ blessed 
them.’ It was a very significant 
act. It was as if he were emptying 
over them from his bloody hands 
all the effects and virtues of that 
blood.” “It leads our thoughts to 
the time when our great High 
Priest, with His people, stood 
round their altar upon Olivet, lift- 
ing up those hands so lately stain- 
ed with blood, blessing them be- 
fore He left them, and as He left 
them still blessing them! But hav- 
ing thus spread His hands in bless- 
ings towards the people, Aaron 
‘went into the tabernacle,’ and was 
hidden from the view of the sol- 
emn worshipers. How beautiful the 
connection between type and anti- 
type!” Of Christ it is written. “He 
lifted up his hands, and blessed 
them. And it came to pass while 
he blessed them, he was parted 
from them, and carried up into 
heaven;” “while they beheld, he 
was taken up; and a cloud receiv- 
ed him out of their sight.” 


As Aaron entered into the taber- 
nacle with the atoning blood of the 
victim slain without, even so 
“Christ being come an High Priest 
of good things which were to come, 
entered into a greater and more 
perfect tabernacle not made with 
hands; not by the blood of goats 
and calves, but with his own 
blood,” to appear in the presence 
of God for us. Aaron went into the 
tabernacle after the morning sac- 
rifices were made; “but before the 
evening sacrifices” he came out 
again, and blessed the people wait- 
ing outside. Concerning this grand 
event Dr. Seiss has said the follow- 
ing: “When I read of Aaron return- 
ing from his duties in the holy 
place, the words of the bright an- 
gels that kept guard at the Sav- 
ior’s ascension gather new pre- 
ciousness. ‘Ye men of Galilee, why 
stand ye gazing up into heaven? 
this same Jesus which is taken up 
from you into heaven, shall so 
come in like manner as ye have 
seen him go into heaven.’ Our Lord 
will come again. ‘A little while,’ 
said he, ‘and ye shall not see me, 
and again a little while and ye 
shall see me.’ ” 
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Out of the Holy of Holies some 
day He will come, to reveal Him- 
self to His waiting, praying people, 
who have trusted His blood as their 
only sin offering. He was crucified 
at the time of the morning sacri- 
fice, and in some sense it was cer- 
tainly a new day, a morning of 
grace; a new day had dawned for 
all mankind; “good news to all 
people” could now be _ proclaimed 
through His death. He was taken 
down at the time of the evening 
sacrifice. Both the morning and 
evening sacrifice met in Him. Will 
His return from the Sanctuary of 
God not occur again in the evening 
of the age? and at the time of the 
“opening of the fountain for sin 
and uncleanness unto the house of 
David”? And will not His coming 
in the end of the age, when He will 
reveal Himself to His ancient peo- 
ple, opening unto them the benc- 
fits of the “fountain of his blood,” 
not be to them the day of atone- 
ment mentioned in Leviticus 23: 
27? Following this event will he 
not “remove the iniquity of that 
land (Israel) in one day’’? 

The Manner of His Coming 

From our text we learn that Je- 
sus will come again “in the 
clouds.” These speak of deity, of 
the mysteries of God shut off from 
us only as they are revealed by His 
Spirit. Nevertheless, Christ is 
shrouded in that mystery, it is a 
part of His divine nature; in thut 
mysterious clothing He left us. 
completely overwhelmed and hid- 
den from our view. “Who maket}: 
the clouds his chariot, and walketh 
upon the wings of the winds,” Ps. 
104:3. From 1 Thess. we learn that 
we which are alive and remain 
shall be caught up together with 
them in the clouds to meet the 
Lord in the air: and so shall we 
ever be with the Lord.” 

The Purpose of His Coming 

As we intimated at the outset, 
His coming is “to receive us” un- 
to Himself, to take us to that place 
He has prepared for us, to lift us 
from sorrow and the many per- 
plexing and distressing things of 
this life to the higher, heavenly and 
better plain. His coming is for His 
faithful ones, for His Church, that 
He may present it unto Himself, “‘a 
glorious church, not having spot, 
or wrinkle, or any such thing; but 
that it should be holy and without 
blemish,” Eph. 5:27. As the Church 
has shared the “fellowship of his 
sufferings” and the humiliation of 
His cross and the stigma incurred 
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by embracing it: even so it shall 
share in His glory. 
When will He Come? 

Many hungry hearts have sighed 
for an answer. The disciples asked 
this question while He was _ here 
upon earth with them. They say, 
“What shall be the sign of thy 
coming and of the end of the 
world?” Matt. 24:3. The two an- 
gels told us He would come again. 
Jesus Himself shouted back to 
John on the lonely Isle of Patmos, 
saying, “Behold I come quickly,” 
Rev. 22:20. To us it has been a 
long time and He has not come yet. 
To Him it has been but “a little 
while.” We may gather from His 
answer to His disciples, that His 
coming would be after the rising 
of “nation against nation, and 
kingdom against kingdom,” after 
famines, “pestilences and earth- 
quakes in divers places.” These 
have long continued, and close on 
the heels of these troublesome 
times He follows with something 
more dreadful, saying, “All these 
are the beginning of travail.”’ The 
whole world is in such a state 
now: it will, however, increase as 
Jesus tarries within the veil. The 
political strife of nations as they 
wrestle each other’s rights aside. 
clamoring for more power and 
privilege, will continue until condi- 
tions will no longer permit His 
bride, who has been faithful in the 
“toil of the night,” to remain upon 
earth. Then He will come. After 
all has been done to test our pa- 
tience and love, after we have suf- 
fered sufficiently to show forth the 
fruits of His Spirit and love, then 
He will take us away. Until He is 
satisfied, we can but labor and 
wait. 

The disciples looked wistfully 
upward, watching His glorious 
flight upward until they were in- 
terrupted by the angels, who said, 
“Why stand ye gazing?” It would 
seem as if they were forbidden to 
do so. The High Priest, who was 
entering the Holy of Holies, might 
not be followed into that sacred in- 
closure; it was an intrusion into 
sacred things for them to do so, 
therefore, their gaze was ques- 
tionable. They could not and must 
not intrude. They might appear 
there in their spiritual fellowship. 
but not to intrude by person or by 
human gaze. The time of His com- 
ing for His Church is no doubt 
nigh; but it is a love secret. He has 
not told us; therefore, we may not 
tell it unto others. “Of that day 
and hour knoweth no man, no not

the angels of heaven; but my Fa- 
ther only.” 
A Warning 

His command is, ‘Watch there- 
fore: for ye know not what hour 
your Lord doth come,” Matt. 24: 
42. We are further warned in Luke 
21:36, “Watch ye therefore, and 
pray always, that ye may be ac- 
counted worthy to escape all these 
things that shall come to pass, and 
to stand before the Son of man.” 
Like the disciples who waited and 
watched as He went up, and were 
commanded to preach the gospel 
- unto all nations, while He tarried 
in the Holy of Holies, before He 
would return to earth again; each 
of us has a work to do, a work 
of prayer and ready-making, first 
for our ownselves, secondly for 
others. If we may not enter “the 
Holy of Holies” with Him in per- 
son, we may each enter into “the 
secret chamber” of prayer, and 
God who seeth will reward us 
openly. By so doing we shall alone 
be ready for His coming. “Then 
shall two be in the field; the one

gone over the top and we hear ev- 
ery day from different churches 
over the States that are successful- 
ly working out their plans to pay 
their quota. How our hearts re- 
joice to think that in 1934, if Je- 
sus tarries, every debt of the 
Church will be paid. I feel that we 
ought to have a day of jubilee and 
thank God for making it possible 
to lift this heavy burden of debt. 

There are many problems con- 
fronting the Church. We are con- 
tinually receiving inquiries from 
different ones concerning the 
many things that are confronting 
them. One question that is giving 
us much prayer and concern now 
is the labor question. The Nation- 
al Recovery Act is putting forth 
every effort possible to create jobs 
for the unemployed. Many of our 
dear people are confronted with 
the labor union proposition. The 
Assembly has decided that our 
members could become members 
of labor unions where it is neces- 
sary to obtain employent. We wish 
to advise our people to steer as 
clear of these things as_ possible. 
On the other hand, the national 
labor organization has the approv- 
al of the heads of this government 
and they are asking all labor to or-- 
ganize if they wish protection. The 
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shall be taken, and the other left. 
Two women shall be grinding at 
the mill; the one shall be taken, 
and the other left.” Why one taken 
and the other one left? The 
answer is simple, one is ready and 
the other is not. Watch therefore.

clash is on between the starving 
masses and the syndicates and 
trusts of this United States. Ou 
people should be much in prayer 
over these things. Surely God will 
not let us make a mistake and 
cause our people to be entangled 
with anything that would cause 
them to lose their victory. 

After much consideration and 
prayer we have advised some of 
our state overseers that our peo- 
ple steer as clear of these things as 
possible, but where they have join- 
ed this union that they be asked 
not to take any part in strikes and 
riots, but that no one be disfellow- 
shiped for uniting with these 
unions until the Assembly can 
meet in council and there pray out 
some plan by which we can he 
safe and assured of the favors of 
God. This is a serious question. 
The whole country seems to be in 
the valley of decision, and in my 
judgment the enemy of all _right- 
eousness is working, while on the 
other hand the Holy Spirit is also 
working and arranging and plan- 
ning and organizing a great peo- 
ple that will be able to be over- 
comers and go up to meet the 
Lord, but it is a serious question. 

There will be no danger of any 
one taking the mark of the beast 
at this time for his mark will not 
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be placed until he shall come and 
set up his kingdom, but we feel as- 
sured that Jesus will come for His 
own before the real mark of the 
beast will be placed cn any one. 
Rey. 3:8, latter clause, “Thou hast 
a little strength, and hast kept my 
word, and hast not denied my 
name.” V. 10, “Because thou hast 
kept the word of my patience, I al- 
so will keep thee from the hour of 
temptation (tribulation), which 
shall come upon all the world, to 
try them that dwell upon the 
earth.” (The marginal reading is 
tribulation.) This shows that in 
this Philadelphia period Jesus has 
promised to keep His people from 
that awful tribulation that shall 
come upon all the world. 

“‘And take heed to yourselves, 
lest at any time your hearts be 
overcharged with surfeiting, and 
drunkenness, and cares of this 
life, and so that day come upon 
you unawares. For as a snare shail 
it come on all them that dwell on 
the face of the whole earth. Watch 
ye therefore, and pray always, that 
ye may be accounted worthy to 
escape all these things that shail 
come to pass, and to stand before 
the Son of man,” Luke 21:34-36. 

“Come, my people, enter thou 
into thy chambers, and shut thy 
doors about thee: hide thyself as 
it were for a little moment, until 
the indignation be overpast. For, 
behold, the Lord cometh out of his 
place to punish the inhabitants of 
the earth for their iniquity: the 
earth also shall disclose her blood, 
and shall no more cover her slain,” 
Isa. 26: 20, 21. 

This proves beyond a doubt that 
there will be a tribulation, a time of 
trials, and that God’s special peo- 
ple will be kept and raptured be- 
fore it takes place.The first inkling 
we have of this trial is Danicl’s 
vision. His vision was divided into 
three periods: first seventy weeks: 
seven of those weeks, forty-nine 
years, Ezra and Nehemiah rebuilt 
the wall of Jerusalem in trouble- 
some times. Sixty-two weeks, four 
hundred thirty-two years, brings 
us up to the crucifixion. This ful- 
fills the birth and manifestation of 
Christ. Dan. 9:26 is obviously an 
indeterminate period. It says wars 
and desolations are determined. 
This certainly fits the time that we 
are now in. There is no scripture 
anywhere that tells when the 
Church Age will end and the 70th 
week begin, but when we look at 
the disturbance and confusion in

There 
was no way for redemption until 
“God gave His only Son, that who- 
soever believed should not perish 
but have everlasting life.’’ How like 
Jesus to come down and pay the 
price for redemption for guilty 
men.

us. We have heard the _ gospel 
preached and preached until we 
have become more or less used to 
the gospel. What we need to do is 
to realize the full meaning of what 
we have heard. 

Matt. 16:26, “For what is a man 
profited if he shall gain the whole 
world, and lose his own soul? or 
what shall a man give in exchange 
for his soul?” We are unable to 
grasp the contents of ‘“‘the whole 
world,” that is beyond us. The 
whole world includes all its areas 
forests, rivers, minerals, its oceans, 
all its commerce, buildings, money, 
stocks, races, religions, and gov- 
ernment. The whole world includes 
everything on the planet. Over 
against that Jesus puts one hu- 
man soul. But, He did not simply 
say, What if a man should own the 
whole world. He said that if a man 
should gain the whole world, by 
marvel of his achievement, come 
into control and possession, realize 
complete ownership to the fullest, 
and then lose his soul, had lost all. 
Oh, what a priceless thing is a 
soul! Jesus paid the price that re- 
deemed lost souls. The only way 
to estimate the cost is to look at 
the pale faced victim on Calvary. 
No one has ever walked the planet 
yet who had a just sense of value 
except Jesus. It did not take one 
drop only, but His outpoured blood. 
It cost so much that in His agony 
on the cross the earth trembled. 
rocks broke, and mountains shook. 
The sun grew dark. Jesus was un- 
der such a strain of sacrifice the 
universe almost stopped its course. 
Don’t ask your neighbor or some 
preacher, but look to Calvary’s 
cross and there you can estimate 
the cost of a soul. 

Jesus was both human and di- 
vine. He loved, was pleased and 
grieved also. He hungered’ and 
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slept. He became weary and sat at 
the well. No doubt He blistered His 
hands at His father’s carpenter 
shop. He wept, and last He tasted 
death to its bitterest dregs. 

There is such a thing as mental 
suffering. Too often we have dwelt 
upon physical sufferings of Jesus 
and not the deeper sufferings. We 
can suffer physical pain, and after 
we are well we lose, to an extent. 
the deepness of the physical pain 
we suffered. When we are not suf- 
fering we do not feel the pain as 
we did when ill. There is no physi- 
cal pain to mental suffering, yet 
the suffering is keener. A mother’s 
son may go on in sin and dissipa- 
tion, trample on his mother’s pray- 
ers and finally be brought home on 
a stretcher, killed in a drunken 
brawl. How that mother’s heart 
will ache. She did not get drunk. 
She had suffered no physical pain, 
but her heart aches. Often the in- 
nocent suffer more than the guilty. 
Jesus was not the one who had sin- 
ned, yet He had the price to pay. 
He was the one who suffered for 
the sin that was committed. 

We must remember He first 
came and was rejected by His own. 
During His three years’ ministry 
He was abased, His actions were 
often misconstrued. How His sen- 
sitive, unselfish soul must have 
suffered! Unless we could undergo 
the same experience we cannot 
realize the sorrow Jesus suffered 
to know His own people refused 
Him, would not own Him, and then 
at last He was betrayed by one of 
His own twelve disciples chosen by 
Him. 

In the garden of Gethsemane 
His sweat became as drops of 
blood, and He cried, “If it be pos- 
sible let this cup pass from me.” 
It was not because Jesus was 
afraid to die. That was not the 
secret of His suffering, but the 
secret lies in the fact that Jesus 
was meeting sin and bearing sin 
for all of us. Sin causes suffering, 
and as Jesus was bearing a multi- 
tude of sins, no wonder He crie’ 
out in agony. It was not just one 
sin, but sin of all cities, all villages. 
all nations, races, and tongues. In 
the last hour as He hung on the 
cross and lifted His head and said, 
“It is finished,” no doubt there was 
a triumphant look ‘on His face. 
Love, sacrificial and unselfish, held 
Him to the cross stronger than 
those iron nails. Love had conquer- 
ed hate. Heaven and hell had met. 
Heaven was victorious. The earth 
had been redeemed and mankind 
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bought from  self-sold_ slavery. 
70d’s truth was established for al! 
ages. Jesus paid the cost of re- 
demption. 

He bought it with His own blood. 
He purchased this earth and some 
day He is coming back to possess 
this earth. He shall be owned as 
Lord and King. All evil forces 
shall be destroyed. Satan will be 
bound. Jesus shall set up His king- 
dom and rule and reign unmolest- 
ed. I want to live so I can reign 
with Him, don’t you?—Mildred 
Murphree, Birmingham, Ala.

the world, it is very evident that 
we are near the close of the church 
age. All the governments of the 
world are in confusion and many 
congressmen and. statesmen are 
declaring that we need a dictator 
in government, and almost every 
nation of any note today has a su- 
perman who seems to have the 
mind and ability to organize and 
to devise plans for his government. 
The problem that is confronting 
them is not the production of the 
country because there is an abun- 
dant supply in every land, but the 
improper distribution and hoarding 
up of crops, the withholding from 
the poor, has brought millions of 
people into suffering. Now the 
problem is to lift this burden and 
give proper distribution to the 
needy. The marketing of crops, the 
efforts to bring profits to the pro- 
ducers, is a problem that is un- 
solved. 

The man of sin is spoken of in 
2 Thess. 2:8-10, ‘“‘And then shall 
that Wicked be revealed, whom 
the Lord shall consume with the 
spirit of his mouth and_ shall de- 
stroy with the brightness of his 
coming: even him, whose coming 
is after the working of Satan with 
all power and signs and lying won- 
ders, and with all deceivableness of 
unrighteousness in them that per- 
ish; because they received not the 
love of the truth, that they might 
be saved.” The first inkling we 
have of the time he is to continue 
is in the 27th verse of Daniel 9. 
“And he shall confirm the cove- 
nant with many for one week: and 
in the midst of the week he shall 
cause the sacrifice and the obla- 
tion to cease, and for the over- 
spreading of abominations he shall 
make it desolate, even until the 
consummation, and that deter- 
mined shall be poured upon the 
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desolate.” This of course is the 
70th week of Daniel’s prophecy 
and is concerning God’s people the 
Jews after they have returned to 
Palestine and we are sure the rap- 
ture will take place before this 
man of sin appears. 

Daniel 8:23-25 describes the 
great mind of the king of fierce 
countenance and tells what he will 
have power to do. Craft certainly 
has Jost its balance and that is one 
of the things that is needed to 
make this world prosper. We don’t 
read of the church any more on 
earth after the third chapter of 
Revelation. The fourth and fifth 
chapters describe the raptured 
saints in heaven. If you will read 
them I am sure you will see that 
this order is around the throne in 
heaven. There is not a seal broken 
until the first verse in the sixth 
chapter, and this man on the white 
horse is the man of sin. The first 
three and one half years will be 
peaceful and prosperous. In the 
middle of the seven years the sec- 
ond seal will be broken and peace 
taken from the earth and then 
God’s fury will be poured out upon 
the wicked and those who fail to 
embrace His truth and mercy, and 
it is at this time, or approximately 
so, that the mark will be placed 
on all those who are subject to the 
beast and his rules. Rev. 13:11-15 
is a description of the false proph- 
et who will have power to do great 
things and deceive many. In Rev. 
13:16, 17 we find the placing of 
the mark upon all the subjects of 
the beast and every man that will 
not receive this mark will not be 
able to buy nor sell and of course 
finally will be slain for the Word 
of God and for the testimony of 
Jesus Christ. 

Now I want to say in conclusion 
that all these worldly powers are 
working now and it would pay us

LESSON VERSE BY VERSE 
JESUS TEACHING AND HEALING IN 
GALILEE 

V. 35. “And Jesus went about all the 
cities and villages.” Galilee was thickly 
populated having many cities and vil- 
lages. “Teaching in their synagogues.” 
These were readily opened to Him by the 
synagogue rulers or local elders. “And 
preaching the gospel of the kingdom;” 
i. e., the good news that the reign of 
God was to be set upon earth, and a 
reign of righteousness and peace and joy 
in the Holy Spirit was to take the place 
of the present evil reign. Cf. Rom. 14:17; 
Eph, 2:2 with Gal. 1:4. “And healing ev- 
ery sickness and every disease among 
the people.” Christ was not a quack 
physician nor was He a specialist. He 
was, however, clothed with power that 
He might destroy the works of the devil, 
1 John 3:8; Heb. 2:14; Acts 10:38. 

V. 36. “But when he saw the multi- 
tudes.” Such a character as Jesus had no 
need of recreation parlors or moving pic- 
tures in the Church to gather a crowd. 
He was a man of the people and went 
after them by supplying their physical 
and spiritual needs thus proving Him- 
self a friend to sinners, therefore multi- 
tudes followed Him. “He was moved with 
compassion on them.” “Compassion is a 
combination of sorrow, sympathy and 
love. It is more than pity. Pity is a com- 
miseration toward an inferior; compas- 
sion is sympathy toward a brother man. 
Pity hears the cry, ‘Man overboard!’ in 
mid-ocean, and helplessly leans over the 
railing with pain-convulsed features; 
compassion flings off its coat and leaps 
to the rescue of the drowning man. Pity 
sees a brutal master beating the faith. 
ful anima] he drives, and is sorry with- 
out saying so; compassion seizes the 
driver by the coat collar and hands him 
over to the police.”—Rev. John Snape, 
D.D. “Because they fainted;” f. e., were 
distressed. “And were scattered abroad, 
as sheep having no shepherd.” The Jew- 
ish leaders had no power. Their code of 
religious teaching was mere formalism. 
These were wolves which Christ the Good 
Shepherd would not recognize, He knew 
that the people had no shepherd to lead 
them into green pastures. See Ezek. 36:5; 
Num. 27:17. Christ as the Good Shepherd 
laid down His life for the sheep. 

A PLENTEOUS HARVEST 

V. 37. “Then saith he unto his dis- 

ciples, The harvest truly is plenteous but 


the laborers are few.” There were many 
professors in Israel, many false prophet: 
but men with an inward zeal and compas- 
sion for souls who could enter into com- 
radeship with Christ were few. 

V. 38. “Pray ye therefore the Lord of 
the harvest that he will send forth labor- 
ers into his harvest.” Laborers who are 
spiritually able can only be born out of 
the spirit of prayer and communion with 
Christ, Christ who could have called and 
received at His command twelve legion 
of angels to help Him (Matt. 26:53) rec- 
ognized the possibility of laborers being 
sent forth by request or petition. 

THE TWELVE SENT—Matt. 10:1-8 

Vv. 1. “And when he had called unto 
him his twelve disciples.” The number 
corresponds to the twelve tribes of Is- 
rael and is known in spiritual arithme- 
tic as the number of governmental order, 
and certainly the twelve disciples were 
used in these offices. The twelve had al- 
ready been chosen, These were to be 
heads of the tribes of a new Israel, Rev. 
21:14. He gave them power over unclean 
spirits to cast them out. Sin and sickness 
originated with Satan and his entrance 
into the human heart. If men are to be 
successful ministers with Christ they 
must first have power to deal with devils, 
their opponents in the ministry. “And 
heal all manner of sickness and all man- 
ner of disease.” The gospels only mention 
the commission and certain limited heal- 
ings, The best view of the apostles’ min- 
istry is shown in Acts of the apostles, 
after their enduement of power from on 
high, Luke 24:49; Acts 2:4, 5, 12, 16. 

V. 2. “Now the names of the twelve 
apostles are these: The first Simon, who 
is called Peter.” He was a fisherman of 
Bethsaida, then living in Capernaum. 
The name Peter means a rock, a possible 
reference to his fidelity to Christ and his 
sturdy character. He was a leader among 
the Twelve, “a bold, outspoken, impul- 
sive man, yet a man subject to deplorable 
fits of weakness and cowardice.” “And 
Andrew his brother.” Andrew and Peter 
were sons of John or Jonah, possibly 
dead at the time of their calling. “James 
the son of Zebedee.” He was a brother of 
John and also a fisherman, a man of 
fiery disposition, therefore called “Boan- 
erges or sons of thunder.” It is thought 
that this also led to his being the first 
martyr. “And John his brother.” John 
was the greatest of all the New Testa- 
ment writers. It was said of him that 
when he began to write he always put 
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the church to praying, and that then he 
soared up among the clouds and wrote. 
Such is particularly true in the Gospel 
of John, the Epistles, and especially so 
in Revelation, the book which bears his 
name, 

V. 3. “Philip.” A Greek name meaning 
a “lover of horses,” seldom mentioned. 
He found and led Nathanel to Jesus. 
“And Bartholomew.” “The son of Tolami.” 
His name was formerly Nathanel to 
whom Christ gave the praise of being 
an Israelite indeed in whom is no guile. 
He was a devout Jew, a student of the 
written Word, of thoughtful disposition 
and prayerful habits. “Thomas.” A fe- 
brew word meaning “twin;” same as the 
Greek Didymus, John 11:16: Of his twin 
brother we are told nothing. Thomas was 
known as “doubting Thomas” because 
he was slow to believe concerning the 
promises of Christ. When he was con- 
vinced of Christ’s resurrection he uttered 
the noble exclamation, “My Lord and my 
God,” John 20:28. “And Matthew the 
publican.” Formerly a tax-gatherer for 
the Romans, the writer of the gospel 
bearing his name and whose conversion 
and feast given in his own house we have 
already studied in a former lesson, It is 
worthy of note that in his gospel he add- 
ed to his name the despised term “pub- 
lican.” James the son of Alphaeus,” or 
James the Less, “And Lebbaeus, whose 
surname was Thaddaeus.” He was prob- 
ably the same as Lebbaeus and Jude re- 
ferred to in other of the list of the gos- 
pel writers. He was possibly the author 
of the book of Jude. 

V. 4. “Simon the Canaanite.” Former- 
ly known as a “Zealots” because he be- 
longed to a party of fierce Jewish na- 
tionalists who bitterly hated the Romans 
and were striving to throw off their yoke. 
“And Judas Iscariot, who also betrayed 
him.” He came from Kerioth in Juda, 
possibly the only disciple who was not 
a Galilean. Who also betrayed Him, of 
whom Jesus said, “It had been good for 
that man if he had not been born.” His 
story makes no mention of another such 
foul deed as the betrayal of his Lord. 
Among the apostles in their early lives 
was almost all conceivable human traits. 
Jesus beheld in them the good coupled 
with His own omnipotent hand to make 
them overcome. This should encourage 
and inspire others of us who are cogni- 
zant of human weakness. 

V. 5. “These twelve Jesus sent forth.” 
Here promoted from their previous cal! 
to discipleship to that of the apostleship. 
“And commanded them, saying, Go not 
into the way of the Gentiles.” That is, 
they were not to go north to Syria nor 
into Tyre or Sidon to do their preaching. 
“Let the children first be filled” was the 
motive of Christ, a reference to the seed 
of Abraham. To the Jew first was the 
Apostle Paul’s slogan. Mark 7:27. For 
the Gentile commission see Matt, 28:19. 
“And into any city of the Samaritans en- 
ter ye not.” These inhabited central Pales- 
tine. Christ sought to avert confusion, 
among the early disciples over race pre- 
judices, John 4:9. The Samaritans who 
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were momentarily excluded were later in- 
cluded in world-wide evangelism, Acts 


1:8, 


Vv. 6. “But go rather to the lost sheep 
of the house of Israel.” These were lost 
thru perdition of the elders and a lack of 
conception of the inspired plan and pur- 
pose of Jehovah in Old Testament sacri- 
fices, types and shadows. 


Vv. 7. “And as ye go preach, saying, 
The kingdom of heaven is at hand.” “The 
kingdom of heaven at hand” could mean 
nothing more nor less than a reign of 
righteousness, peace and love which 
Christ came to earth to establish and by 
His earnest seeking the loss sheep might 
readily be gathered into this kingdom. 


V. 8. “Heal the sick, cleanse the lepers, 
raise the dead, cast out devils.” Christ 
transmitted to them His own supernatur- 
al power proving Himself to be the Sav- 
ior of mankind by meeting their needs 
and able to establish the kingdom of 
heaven by now casting out devils in Sa- 
tan’s anti-kingdom. “Freely ye received 
freely give.” A reference to divine power

given to them which they might freely 
pass on to others to share its benefit. 
CONFESSING CHRIST 

V. 32. “Whosoever therefore shall con- 
fess me before men.” Our testimony and 
confession is not of ourselves but solely 
concerning Christ. “Him will I confess 
also before my Father which is in heav- 
en.” A possible reference to our reception 
into sonship, Rom. 8:17; Rev. 21:7. He 
does not only confess us before our Fa- 
ther in heaven but also into a close re- 
lationship with Himself and before the 
angels of heaven in a_ position of ma- 
jesty and omnipotence. 

V. 33. “But whosoever shall deny me 
before men.” That is, to deny His spirit- 
ual authority and divine Sonship, thus 
refusing to accept the atonement for sin 
by acknowledging our sinfulness, “Him 
will I also deny before my Father which 
is in heaven.” Here is equal ground. Our 
allegiance to Christ in a kingdom of hu- 
miliation either qualifies or disqualifies 
us concerning eternal glory. He does not 
angrily threaten or condemn us but 
warns us concerning woeful miseries.

increased from 4,750,000 yards to 
50,750,000 yards in India; from 
716,000 square yards to 3,000,000 
in East Africa, and from 937,000 to 
6,133,000 in South Africa. Mr. Up- 
ton Close, Chinese newspaper cor- 
respondent for sixteen years past, 
in commenting upon Japan’s com- 
mercial aggression in oriental 
markets, says, “There isn’t going 
to be any foreign trade, that goes 
for all western and all white na- 
tions, except where they can main- 
tain a fence of GUNBOATS around 
their dear little buying subj<cts.” 
Japan is capturing the world 
markets. 

To some this report may seem 
nothing. An editorial writer cou- 
siders it, “The most significant bit 
of WAR news that has come to the 
attention of readers.”

Wars are fought for commercial 
reasons. Propagandists stir the 
public mind into a fighting p‘teh 
with stories of ‘a war to end wars.” 
‘making the world safe for democ- 
racy,’ or ‘other humanitarian rea- 
sons.’ Take away the opportunity 
for commercial or territorial gains 
and most wars would never be 
fought. 


The news editor above mention- 
ed says, “It was not ‘bleeding Bel- 
gium,’ or a tornscrap of paper that 
brought Great Brita'‘n into the 
World War. Earl Grey of Falloden. 
alarmed at the inroads which Ger- 
many was making upon the FOR- 
EIGN TRADE of Great Britain, 
and threatening its position on the 
sea, had been committing the 
country to France and Russia be- 
fore the outbreak of the war. It 
was later charged that the vis- 
count had WITHHELD DOCU- 
MENTS which if made public, 
would have brought Great Britain 
and Germany into accord.” 

What all nations want right now 
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is BUSINESS. Every nation is hop- 
ing for more foreign trade. The 
facts disclosed in this British trade 
report will inevitably lead to war. 
Japan’s increase of 55.3 per cent is 
startling. The decline of trade for 
Britain, France and U. S. A. is 
equally startling. Britain especial- 
ly MUST keep her foreign trade. 
Her island population cannot be 
sustained without it. Little use for 
the western nations wrangling 
among themselves about tariffs 
and trade regulations, limitation of 
production, etc., while th’s eastern 
competitor walks away with the 
markets. 

There are desperate reasons why 
Japan has suddenly become a 
commercially and territorial az 
gressive nation. Within half a cen- 
tury Japan’s population has dou- 
bled. Her official density rate is

433 people to each square mile. 
“There are now 2,774 people in Ja- 
pan for every square mile of cuit’- 
vatable land. The population is in- 
creasing at the rate of three quar- 
ters of a million every year. The 
United States will not permit 
Japanese to enter its territory. 
Canada and Australia, rich in un- 
occupied and untilled soil, will not 
allow Japanese to cross their bor- 
ders.’’ Quoting from statesmen and 
editorial writers, ‘Seen in the 
terms of the slums of Japan’s fac- 
tory cities, in terms of the pitiful 
little rice patches clinging on their 
terraces on the volcanic mountain 
sides, in terms of the fishing vil- 
lages that never rest from the'r 
titantic struggle with the sea, Ja- 
pan’s overpopulation is an unmiti- 
gated tragedy.”

“Japan today is like a trapped 
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animal which has not yet lost its 
power to inflict terrible punish- 
ment on those who come near the 
pit into which it has fallen. Japan 
is made of very explosive materia! 
and if this material is either shock- 
ed or fired, it will explode in the 
face of the world. In her present 
state of mind she would wrap her- 
self in dynamite and hurl herself 
at anyone, not counting the cost.”
